Hullinger is charged with evading 
the censorship although no dispatches 
have been received from him in other 
than the regular way. 
Following an 
exciting hurried departure, Hullinger 
left Moscow, and Is today en route to 
Riga. 
No word was received from him di­ 
rect since the expulsion, but through 
the courtesy of the 
Chicago 
Dally 
News, London bureau, the following 
message from the Dally News Moscow 
correspondent has been furnished the 
United Press. 
It was dated May 16th. 
"Edwin W. Hullinger, a correspond­ 
ent of the United Press, has been ex­ 
pelled from Russia.

was 
sum­ 
moned before the political department 
lust Friday and ordered to leave the 
country within 96 hours for evading 
the censorship. 
"Hullinger 
strongly 
denied 
the 
Charges, and refused to believe the 
order of expulsion was Intended seri­ 
ously. 
He refused to make prepara­ 
tions to depart confident that his ap* 
peuls and explanation to the higher 
authorities would result, in cancella­ 
tion of the order. 
"American colleagues made every 
endeavor to have the order cancelled 
or delayed, 
I accompanied him Mon­ 
day to the bureau of the political de­ 
partment where the order of expulsion 
was again produced. 
"It read: 
T h e order is hereby giv­ 
en that the American subject, citizen 
Hullinger, shall leave within 96 hours. 
He is charged with having systematic­ 
ally sent out false information about 
Russia. 
“ In case citizen Hullinger remains 
in Russia after the above mentioned 
period, the state political department 
will send him out under escort.’

T h e N e w b e r r y can e is still caustically referred to by the Dem­ 
ocratic press and Democratic speakers, though k>ng ago, by a de­ 
cision of the United States Supreme Court, Senator Newberry 
was completely vindicated from all the accusations that had been 
made of large expenditures of money in the Michigan Senatorial 
election of 1918, when he was elected over Henry Ford. Mr. New­ 
berry was serving in the U. S. Navy and was not 'in the state at 
any time during the campaign, and did not ptoonially spend any 
money or contributed any, all of the expenses >bf the campaign 
being defrayed by his friends. 
Besides, a peculiar condition was encountered in this cam­ 
paign which should be taken into conal de ration, though we have 
not seen it referred to in the press. 
Henry Ford was the chosen 
candidate of the Democratic party, and, in order to make his c*lec- 
tipn certain, an effort was made to win him the Republican nom­ 
ination also. 
He was the personal selection o# President Wilson, 
and every power of the administration at Washington, and through 
postoffices and other Federal agencies in Michigan, was exerted in 
favor of Ford. 
In addition, Mr. Ford had just been awarded a 
Federal contract of upwards of .$50,000,000 for the construction 
of Eagle boats, and the Government was spending millions more 
in the dredging of the Rouge river and the erection of a huge shop 
that would give employment to thousands of Michigan citizens. 
Nearly every Ford automobile agency in the state became a po­ 
litical headquarters. What would have happened bo Senator New­ 
berry had net his friends come to his support in the crisis? Mr. 
Newberry’s friends were compelled to put up a fight measured 
by the power of their opponents. 
It would be interesting wi this 
connection to know just how much money was spent in Mr. Ford’s 
behalf by those who desired his election. 


MISREPRESENTATION OF TARIFF QUESTION 


It is of course to be expected that in the course of the tariff 
debates in Congress in the next few weeks we will hear from the 
Democrats, free traders, internationalists and other influences 
much about what America ‘'owes to the world,” and how incum­ 
bent it is upon the United States to help rebuild Europe, with 
mu 
the conclusion always drawn that in order to rebjiild Europe it is 
essential we do not enact any protective tariff worthy of the name, 
thus enabling Europe to flood this country with her cheap products 
and obtain control of the American markets for ber own enrich­ 
ment. 
Even at this early stage of the tariff debates it is becoming 
daily more evident that those advancing thus argum ent are not 
going to stop short of grass misrepresentation, especially in re­ 
gard to the attitude of the Republican administration, and even of 
the President. 
Isolated sentences from official messages of the 
President, and from addressee made by him, are already being 
quoted by the free traders in an effort to poison the public mind 
against the enactment of protective schedules. 
The reader should not be deceived by this sort of political 
propaganda. 
It is well to read carefully what President Harding 
really has said officially upon the subject of a protective tariff, 
and upon the relative importance of building up Europe or build­ 
ing up America. 
His official utterances upon the principle and 
policy of protective tariff are to be found in his messages ,o 
Congress.

W i t h i n the last five years, we have seen the old unsightly, 
insanitary depot replaced by one of the best along the line of the 
Northern Pacific. 
We have seen the old water system, with its 
rusty,‘leaking pipes, which carried the water from the Mississippi 
River, replaced by a modern w ater plant, which supplies pure 
water to every faucet in the city and large enough to supply the 
needs of a city three times as large ais Brainerd. 
We have seen some of our down-town corners transform ed
